Most Alarming Rumors. 
Rumors of the most alarming nature 
were circulated throughout the early 
part of the night. both here and at 
Turner’s. the telerravh station on the 
other side of Tower Hill. Shortly 
after 10 o'clock there came a rumor 
that the financier had died in a sudden 
collapse. Where this rumor came 
from no one could say, but with the 
difficultv of obtaining communication 
with the Harriman home it was given 
wide circulation and had sped on the 
wines of the wind from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, before a terse denial 
over the telephone from Dr. Lyle set 
it at rest.

The Na- 
tional Geographical Society called a 
meeting after receiving Peary'’s mes- 
sage today, and quickly telegraphed a 
reply of hearty praise. ;

The New York Zoological Society 
sent its echo of the world-wide praise 
through its president in this city, 
while hundreds of less important 
messages winged their way  north- 
ward to meet the returning traveler. 
In Copenhagen tonight, Dr. Cook 
was shown a statement credited to 
Peary that he (Peary) was the first 
discoverer of the Pole. Declining to 
enter into a controversy, the Brooklyn 
physician briefly dismissed the sub- 

ject.

IS THE STRUCTURE 


Upon Which the Negro Race 
Must Rest --- Chautauqua 
Work a Feature. 


Durham. N. C., Septemberf 2?.—That 
the religious training of the negro is 
the base, the real foundation, upon 
which his whole racial structure must 
rest is the idea embodied in the plans 
of Dr. James E. Shepard, of this city, 
in the establishment of the National 
Religious Training School and Chau- 
tauqua for the colored race.

Louisville, Ky., September 7.—Gen- 
eral Shackelford was a native Ken- 
tuckian, veteran Of the Mexican war, 
a general in the union army, and famed 
as the man who captured the confed- 
erate leader, John B. Morgan. Gen- 
eral Shackelford chased Morgan across 
three states, and finally captured the 
confederate leader, after thirty days 
and nights in the saddle, receiving the 
horse and saddle of the captured gen- 
eral as a mark of personal friendship 
and esteem, General Shackelford and 
General Morgan having been boyhood 
friends and comrades during the Mex- 
ican war, before the great division of 
the civil war separated them. 

General Shackelford was born in Lin- 
coln county, Kentucky, July 7, 1827.

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NORTH POLE NO LONGER A MYSTERY. 


Yielding to the indomitable will and determination of two Americans, 
the long hidden North Pole is no more a mystery. 

Having planted the American flag at the earth’s frozen apex, Lieutenant 
Robert E. Peary is now about to return to civilization where he will be as 
warmly welcomed and as loudly acclaimed as was Dr. Cook, whose discovery 
of the Pole preceded that of Peary by a year, but who has only just come 
out of the icy north. 

The whole world now awaits comparisons of the observations and records 
of these two rival explorers: for while it has, in greater part, accepted their 
statements as those of’scientists who have rothing to gain by. fraud, there 
will be eminent satisfaction, even among skeptics, if these observations and 
data so harmonize as to remove all room for doubt. | 

The sensational announcement of the discovery of the North Pole is thus 
to be followed by the more calm, deliberate and prosaic, put equally im- 
portant, study of records and observations, which should not only strengthen 
the confidence of the believer, but destroy the fabric upon which the skeptic 
has built his doubt. 

Peary’s dash to the Pole lacks nosie of the wonderful and marvelous 
feats, taxing to the limit the ultimate power of human, endurance, exhibited 
in the exploit of Dr. Cook. ) ) 

The material difference is that Dr. Cook got there first; but it will be 
pointed out that he went as an amateur explorer with no official recognition 
from his own government, while Peary is the first tc reach the coveted 
goal, in a measure, under the auspices of and accredited by the United 
States, of vi1ich he is a salaried employee. 

If there was any doubt, in Dr. Cook’s case, about American proprietor- 
ship of the North Pole, whatever it may be worth, in view of the discovery 
by Peary, it would seem to be removed, 

Sentimentally and scientifically, the discovery of the Pole by these two 
American scientists is an epo¢h-making achievement; practically it is almost 
valueless. But science and sentiment have taken far greater toll of human 
endurance and of life than utility; and the desire for the attainment of the 
unknown will continue to Jead men on. 

There is this of value, too, in the exploits of Peary and Cook—added 
demonstration of the mettle dnd courage of the race. 

There is in their success, as, perhaps, there has never been in feats of 
this or other kind, the. lesson of perseverance even in the face of dire and

Nine times had Peary, through untold sufferings and’ hardships incident 
to life in the Arctic regions, tried for the Pole without success; the tenth

The man who goes through disaster with just half the suffering and 
injury of his neighbor is fortunate. 

The farmer who, in an off. crop year, makes more than the average, 
is in good luck. 

Southern crops have not been quite overtaken by disaster, but weather 
and other conditions have left them not far from it. .

Washington, September 7.—An order 
involving approximately a million dol- 
lars in reparation was issued today by 
the interstate commerce commission.

Wiley Williams Says Prison 
Commission Is Ready to 
Take Up Harper Case. 


Captain Wiley. Williams, of the 
prison commission, stated yesterday 
that the assertion that the prison 
commission had” denied a hearing in 
the case of John Harper, under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of 
Sheriff Ben.

LOST BY PRINTER 
London Manuscript of 
Part of Colonial Rec- 
‘ords Can’t Be Found. 


The original manuscript of volume 
19 of Georgia's Colonial Records, which 
are being prepared by former Gov- 
ernor Allen D. Candler, has been lost 
by the former state printer, and unless 
it is found the state will put in a 
claim for the amount necessary to pay 
the expense of proctiring another 
copy . _ . : 

This manuscript came from London, 
England, and consisted of 950 pages, 
including volumes 17 and 18 of the 
records of the London boar@ of trade. 
The expense of making this copy was 
paid from a special-appropriation made 
by the legislature. 

Governor Candler put the .manu- 
script in proper order and turned it 
over to the former stgte printer. the 
Franklin-Turner Company. Colone! 
George W.-.Harrison held the official 
title of state printer at that time and 
was under bond to the state, as is re- 
quired by law. 

Colonel Harrison himself knows 
nothing as to how. the manuscript was 


} lost, and has stated to the state print- 


ing commission that as soon as possi- 
ble he will make a thorough search 
of’ the plant of the Franklin-Turner 
Company, which.has just been. sold at 
receiver’s sale. 

If the manuscript cannot be found 
there Colonel Harrison has stated to 
the printing commission that he will. 
pay the expense of procuring another 
copy from London, although he does 
not consider that he is Hable, rather 
than have suit entered upon his bond.

OF MOTHER SAVES BOY 


Heroic Fight Made for Life of 
Gainesville Boy Bitten by 
a Rattlesnake. 


Gainesville, Ga., September 7.—(Spe-

As 
soon as the chicken was killed . she 
split it oven and applied the hot, quiv- 
ering flesh to the place bitten, holding 
it there till a second chickéh could be 
killed. In about half an hour the doc- 
tor arrived fram Riis home -five miles 
awav and administered two small 
doses of whisky. The little fellow 
suffered little inconvenience and pain 
from the bite. 

While the mother was, heroically 
using her knowledge and self-posses- 
sion a fice doge in the yard attacked 
the snake and-was bitten several times 
on the head. After the child had been 
attended to the faithful little doz. 
which had killed the reptile, fighting 
bravelv while the rattler struck him 
repeatedy. was also treated and will 
recover.

gust 31, Secretary Hester, of the New 
Orleans scotton exchange, today made 
a detailed report of the crops of the

nessee, 426, against 335; Texas, 3,824. 
against 2,221; Oklahoma, 704, against 
950. 

Total crop, 13,826, against 11,572 last 
year. 

He puts the spindles in the south at 
11,255,787, including old, idlé and not 
complete, against 10,661,308 last year, 
an increase of 594,479. 

Referring to the consumption by 
American mills, Mr. Hester says that 
north and south they have had a sea- 
son of unparalleled activity. In no 
past year, he states, have they con- 
sumed so much cotton, and phenome- 
nal as the extent of the business has 
been, it has not reached the limit of 
their capacities. 

Money Value of Past Crop. 

The money value of the past commer- 
cial crop he states is in round figures 
$683,794,000, showing that while the 
number of bales marketed was 2,243.- 
000 bales more than last year, the in- 
crease in money received was but $11,- 
009,000, equivalent to 5.11 per bale 
for the excess, and yet Mr. Hester con- 
|; tends that considering all the circum- 
stances, if ever a crop was sold at a 
good round price, it was the one under 
review. 

In the south Mr. Hester makes the 
consumption 366,596 more than last 
year and 120,765 over the year before 
last. Twenty-one new mills are build. 
ing in the southern states, and in- 
cluding additions to old establishments 
10,000 new looms .and 911,294 new 
spindles are under way. The increase 
in the number of mills over last year 
has been eight, making a total of 841.

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Liberal Receipts of New Crop 
Caused the Decline---Wet 
Weather Checked It. 


- 


Chieago, September 7.—-Wet weather 
in the west and southwest had a ten- 
dency to offset liberal receipts of 
wheat in the northwest and caused a 
fairly steady tone in the wheat mar- 
ket here today. At the close prices 
were a shade lower to 4c higher, com- 
pared with Saturday's final figures, 
Corn and oa@ closed easy and pro- 
visions steady. 

Although the wheat market was in- 
clined to be weak almost all day, no 
decided heaviness was manifested at 
any time and at the close prices were 
almost where they were when trading 
ended last Saturday. The chief factor 
in the situation was the increased 
movement of wheat in the northwest 
and talk of still larger arrivals for 
some time to come. Other factors that 
contributed to the heavy undertone 
-were increases in the visible supply in 
the United States and in‘*the amount 
of breadstuffs on ocean passage, casy 
cables and the amount of world’s ship- 
ments for the week, the total move- 
ment being considerably in excess of 
that of a year ago. Rains during the 
last seventy-two hours in the winter 
wheat territory, however, almost coun- 
‘terbalanced the effect of these com- 
bined influences. During the day De- 
cember sold between 93% and 945%.
